TIME TO MOURN 

OBAMA JOINS NATION IN HONORING TUCSON VICTIMS

TUCSON, Ariz. President Obama mourned 
the victims of an Arizona shooting spree 
Wednesday and urged Americans not to let 
the debate over the tragedy be used as “one 
more occasion to turn on one another.” 

In an emotional address to thousands 
of people who packed a Tucson arena for 
a memorial service, Obama said no one 
knew what prompted a gunman to go on 
a rampage that killed six people and criti- 
cally wounded Rep. Gabrielle Giffords. He 
warned against seeking “simple explana- 
tions.” 

“The truth is that none of us can know 
exactly what triggered this vicious attack. 
None of us can know with any certainty 
what might have stopped those shots from 
being fired, or what thoughts lurked in the 


inner recesses of a violent man’s mind,” 
Obama said. 

Obama, who as president has some- 
times had difficulty making an emotional 
connection with voters, faced the chal- 
lenge of comforting the nation, helping 
the community heal and bringing people 
together. 

''Wg mourn with you for the fallen. We 
join you in your grief,” he said. 

Obama leaped firmly into the political 
debate that broke out shortly after the 
gunfire ended Saturday— whether harsh 
political rhetoric from last year’s acrimoni- 
ous congressional elections had anything 
to do with inspiring the gunman to open 
fire. 

“We should be willing to challenge old 
assumptions in order to lessen the pros- 


pects of violence in the future,” he said. 
“But what we can’t do is use this tragedy as 
one more occasion to turn on one another.” 

Obama began his visit to Arizona by 
stopping at University Medical Center to 
see Giffords, who survived a gunshot to 
the head that traveled the length of her 
brain on the left side. He also visited four 
other patients wounded in the attack. 

He brought roars of approval from the 
crowd by saying he had been told that, 
shortly after he and his wife, Michelle, saw 
her, Giffords opened her eyes for the first 
time since the shooting. 

“Gabby opened her eyes,” Obama said. 
“So I can tell you she knows we are here, 
she knows we love her and she knows that 
we are rooting for her through what is un- 
doubtedly going to be a difficult journey”

Peter Rhee, chief of emergency medicine at 
University Medical Center in Tucson, said “none 
of the downward events have occurred at this 
time” in her recovery 

Doctors have decreased the amount of sedation 
they are giving her, and she is “becoming more and 
more spontaneous all the time,” Rhee added. 

Of the six patients the hospital still is treating 
from Saturday’s shooting, Giffords is the only 
one in critical condition. Two others are in seri- 
ous condition, the other three are in fair condi- 
tion, Rhee said. 

Authorities say Giffords was the target of 
Saturday’s shooting. Six people were killed, and 
14 others — including the congresswoman— suf- 
fered gunshot wounds. Other people were in- 
jured trying to flee the scene, the sheriff said. 

Suspect Jared Lee Loughner, 22, is in custody 

Across the coimtry on the floor of the U.S. 
House of Representatives on^J^dnesday lawmak- 
ers stood, one after another, to make remarks about 
the shooting. The comments preceded a vote on a 
resolution condemning the “horrific” rampage. 

“Our hearts are broken but our spirit is not,” 
House Speaker John Boehner said. “This is a time 
for the House to lock our arms in prayer for the 
fallen and the wounded and resolve to carry on a 
democracy We may not yet have all the final an- 
swers, but we have the answer that matters most: 
that we’re Americans and we’ll make it through 
this difficult period. We will have the last word.”

have cost you $2,000 
annually under the 

old rate structure, it’s likely your bill now will 
jump to about $3,300. 

In Quinn’s first year as governor in 2009, 
he reported adjusted gross income of $157,122 
and shelled out $4,468 in state income tax. If 
the new, higher rate had been in force, his per- 
sonal tab would have approached $7,500. 

With a lame-duck legislative session just 
hours from expiration. Democratic leaders 
worked into the early morning to secure par- 
ty-line votes to hike Illinois’ personal income 
tax rate from a flat 3 percent to 5 percent,

How the tax biil passed

SPRINGFIELD Twenty-four hours before state 
lawmakers sent Gov Quinn the first in- 
come tax increase in two decades, the votes 
weren’t there. 

Though negotiations among House 
Speaker Michael Madigan, Senate President 
John Cullerton and fellow Democrat Quinn 
had begun shortly after the governor’s elec- 
tion in November, time was running out to 
take advantage of a lame-duck session before 
new lawmakers were sworn in. 

So in the grandest tradition of legislative 
deal-making, the power players got to work, 
huddling with lawmakers individually or in 
groups to see what they needed in exchange 
for a “yes” vote. 

And the negotiating went down to the last 
hours of the session early Wednesday morn- 
ing, with the final hurdle cleared after Quinn 
agreed to direct some of the new tax money 
to public education to win votes from the 
Senate black caucus. 

For some lame-duck lawmakers who were 
either retiring or defeated in November, 
consideration of a post-legislative career in 
a Quinn administration was under discus- 
sion for votes. For others, a second round 
of construction bonding offered prospects 
for new pork projects to bring home to their 
districts. Still others wanted assurances that 
new political maps being drawn to reflect 
the federal 2010 census would protect them 
from an election challenge. 

For Anthony DeLuca, a freshman state 



representative from Chicago Heights, it was 
a private moment with Quinn in his ornate 
second-floor office, where the governor 
agreed to breathe life into DeLuca’s idea of 
a bipartisan panel of lawmakers to recom- 
mend a half-billion dollars in state program 
cuts each year. The panel’s recommenda- 
tions would be binding, unless lawmakers 
disapproved. 

Quinn liked the idea, one longtime ally of 
the governor said, so much so that the gov- 
ernor will make the proposal part of his Feb- 
ruary budget address. In exchange, DeLuca, 
the former mayor of Chicago Heights, be- 
came the 60th and final House Democratic 
vote to boost the state’s income tax. 

“That is why, for my particular vote, that 
is the reason why,” DeLuca said. “I think it 
was important that we just didn’t pass the 
bill and walk away This has to be a continu- 
ing effort.”

The first woman killed this year in a Chicago 
homicide was a 40-year-old woman shot to 
death Saturday in Chatham, a RedEye analysis 
of preliminary police data found.

Citywide, four gunshot homicides were re- 
corded in Avalon Park, Gage Park, Washington 
Heights and West Garfield Park In the past 
week, RedEye determined.

Ridership down less 
than 1 percent; senior 
fares under microscope

Despite cuts in bus and train service and 
a weak econoru)^ CTA ridership declined 
less than i percent in 2010, transit officials 
said^JCbdnesda}^ 

The transit agency provided 516.9 mil- 
lion rides last year, which was 4.7 mil- 
lion more than projected for the year but 
0.8 percent fewer than during 2009, CTA 
president Rich Rodriguez said. 

“There is reason for encouragement 
considering the dramatic impact the re- 
cession has had throughout the year,” Ro- 


driguez said. 

Bus ridership declined 4 percent last 
year, Rodriguez said. The CTA reduced 
bus service by 18 percent in February to 
help eliminate a budget deficit. 

Rail ridership increased 4.1 percent in 
2010, he said. As part of last year’s cuts, rail 
service was reduced by 9 percent. 

Some 70.3 million of the CTA rides 
taken in the first ii months of 2010 were 
provided at no cost to senior citizens and 
other categories of riders who are covered 
by a free-rides program initiated by former 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich. 

Free rides cost the CTA, Metra and Pace 
between $38 million and $116 million in 
2009, according to a study commissioned 
by the RTA. The study, conducted by re- 


searchers at UIC, concluded that the free 
rides are financially unsustainable for the 
transit agencies. 

State lawmakers acted on that warning 
this week by instituting a financial means 
test. The General Assembly voted to scale 
back the free-rides program so that only 
low-income senior citizens and low-in- 
come disabled people would be eligible. 

If the change is signed into law by Gov 
Quinn, the RTA would have up to six 
months to implement the means-testing 
program change. All other seniors would 
be eligible for half-fare rides. 

It’s projected that the transit system 
would recoup between $25 million and 
$30 million annually if the free rides legis- 
lation becomes law, the RTA said.

The West Loop club resides in the 
former home of Mannequin and is open 
Fridays, Saturdays and some weekdays for 
special engagements. We stopped by on a 
recent Saturday to see if The Mid was off 
to a good start. 

You won't get too cold ... waiting in line outside. 
When we arrived just past midnight on a recent 
Saturday, it took only a few minutes to be let in 
to the venue cover-free. But we found ourselves 
in a longer line inside when we were ushered into 


the basement to the mandatory coat check ($4 
per item). 

It was nice to hear ... a friendly “Welcome to 
The Mid!” from each staffer we passed on the 
way in. Security coat checkers and bartenders all 
managed to be professional without being stuffy 
and made us feel like we had walked into a special 
occasion. 

We really wish they hadn't ... served our $9 gin 

and tonics with straws. Not cocktail straws. 
Drinking straws. You may as well serve a beer 
with a funnel and tube. The thought behind serv- 
ing drinks in plastic cups rather than glass seems 
clear, but the straws were a step too far. 


You'll love the main floor if ... you’re looking for 
a standard club experience. DJ Nathan Scott, 
who will work as the house DJ in the main room, 
spun a solid mix of electronic-tinged tracks. 

The drinks were strong and delivered fast. VIP 
seating’s plentiful and the lights were throbbing 
along with the music. While there was nothing 
particularly notable about the mix, if you’re look- 
ing to dress up, dance and be seen, you won’t be 
disappointed. 

You're likely to see ... a lot of club kids walking 
around. The crowd was fairly evenly mixed be- 
tween minidress-wearing gals and blazer-wearing 
guys. The scene could easily swing more hipster 
depending on the type of DJ, so don’t stereotype 
too soon.

With 
a wide-open view of the downstairs dance 
floor, its own bar and a set of bathrooms, 
the upstairs balcony is the place to be to get 
away from the shoulder-to-shoulder madness 
downstairs. The stairs are steep, so high- 
heeled gals should make sure the/re ready 
for a climb. The view (and breathing room) is 
worth it. 

Well come back when ... one of our favorite 
DJs is on the bill. For a new venue. The Mid’s 
calendar is pretty impressive. Chicago-based 
DJs Nathan Scott and Gus Karas already 
are in rotation as the house DJs and electro- 
funk legend Afrika Bambaataa is on tap to 
perform Jan. 26. The DJs and music have the 
power to elevate the space from the standard 
club night and we’re interested to see what 
happens when bigger names take the stage. 

Don’t panic ... about parking. Valet is avail- 
able, but less than a block away is a well-lit 
pay-to-park lot that offers late-night spots 
for only $6. 


We really hope that ... they work out the 
kinks in the exit traffic flow Instead of leav- 
ing the way we came in, we were told to make 
our way back through the packed main bar 
and dance floor to exit. Carrying bulky coats 
and purses, we felt inconvenienced and out of 
place on our way out. 

Consider earplugs if ... the DJ whips out his 
airhorn again. Seriously, dude. This is not a 
Blackhawks game. 

Bottom line: The Mid is a classic club 
through and through, and that’s not necessar- 
ily a bad thing. If you’re looking for a reliable 
place for an attractive crowd, bass-driving 
music, solid drinks and VIP upgrades. The 
Mid delivers in all categories. But if the place 
wants to be known as more of a music venue, 
it’s up to the talent bookers to deliver some- 
thing special.
